District Appeals Court 
Judge Upholds Former 
Legality Reading

T’he thir<I di.stricL court of appeals 
today upheld the constitutionality 
ol the t'alifornia sales tax act of 
Ht.'h'l t)y affirming the ilecision 
given by Superior Judge Malcolm 
C. filonn of Sacramento county. 

The Koth Drugs, Inc., and 040 
oilier persons, firms and corpora- 
tion.s, all r<dail merchants, had 
sued State Treasurer Charles G. 
Johnson and the state board of 
efpiahzation to obtain refund r>f 
$61.20J they liad paid under pro¬ 
test as sales taxes. 

They charged the act should 
not have lM*en made effective 
Immediately after its passage 
h»*cause it did not reeeive th<‘ 
vote of tvso-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of <*ach hoiisA* of the legis¬ 
lature. 

'I'he opinion written by Justice 
Rolfe C. 'I’hompson and concurred 
in by Justice John P'. Fdillen and 
Pro-'Pem Justice Warren Steel of 
\uba <-oiinly, hel<l that tax levie.s 
ami appropriations, enacted by 
the legislature, do not requir-e a 
two-thirds vote to iiecome effec¬ 
tive immi*diately. 

The a< tlon reached the appellate 
coui'l of apjieal from the <lecision 
of Judge (Jlenn who sustaine<l a 
<l('murrcr which alleged the com¬ 
plaint failed to state fac ts suffici¬ 
ent to con.slitute a ('auae of 
action. 

It had been a[d)ealed to the 
state supreme I'ourt which re¬ 
turned it to the appellate court for 
decision.

One of the most 
important of the.se has been the 
installation of .sound - deadening 
surfaces in the office, nursing sta¬ 
tions and lower corridors, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. G. Emmett Rait, presi¬ 
dent of the hospital’s board of 
directors. 

"It is well known that noi.se 
which does not particularly dis¬ 
turb a normal person may seri¬ 
ously affect the sensitive cars and 
nerves of a sick or convalescent 
patient," said Dr. Raitt. "The in¬ 
stallation of sound-deadening ma¬ 
terial is one of the many things 
that are being done in modern 
hospitals to improve the eomfort 
anil treatment of patients." 

Among the other things that 
have been done at the hospital 
(luring the present improvement 
program are the following: 

Reduction of the fire hazard by 
demolishing old wooden structures 
formerly near the hospital, erec¬ 
tion of boulevard signs to direct 
patients to the ho.spitaI, with an 
electric sign on Wa.shington ave¬ 
nue, installation of new kitchen 
equipment, construction of a new 
ambulance entrance, a runway for 
admi.ssion or di.scharge of patients 
in wheel chairs, painting of the 
building outside and to a large 
extent inside, installation of inner 
coll mattrcs.ses on beds in iirivatc 
room.s of the obstetrical ward, a 
new laboratory, oxgyen tent, 
x-ray equipment and many other 
items. 

The hospital has been refi¬ 
nanced at a low interest rate for 
a five year period.

NEW YORK, May 11. Wi—The 
twentieth century Goliath that i.s 
America’.-i heavy intiu.stry yawns 
and stretches. 

The roar of blast furnaces and 
the thunder of heavy freight 
trains testify to his renewed ac¬ 
tivities and bolster the hopes of 
busine.ss optimists for complete 
economic recovery. 

But he is stil! far from wide 
awake. 

Heavy industry has been the 
laggard in recovery. Production 
of goods .sati.sfying immediate re¬ 
quirements, .such as clothing and 
lower priced luxuries, responded 
quickly to the impetus of renewed 
buying. The building of new 
homes, office buildings and plants 
and warehou.ses could wait. The 
old structures would do. 

Idle Capital Wants Work 

But with renewed stirrings of 
business enterprise, the old things 
no longer .satisfy. Billions of 
banking and investment assets 
have been restored. Idle capital 
is .seeking employment, and credit 
rates are <lown. 

New capital is not yet flowing 
rapi<lly. but for every dollar raised 
by the i.s.sue of new .securities in 
the first quarter of IQ.l.l, approxi¬ 
mately .^11.60 was raised in the 
first quarter of 19.'t6, 

For each dollar thus raised in 
the first q\iarter of 19.';6, approxi¬ 
mately S8 was rai.sed in 1929. Of 
course, it is now widely agreed 
the issuance of .securities was ex¬ 
cessive seven years ago. yet the 
current level is generally regarded 
as inadequate to bring the mod¬ 
ernization movement to full 
flower. 

Interest Bates Climb 

For each doilar of new money 
rai.sed b.v -security i.s.sue in the 
first quaiter, about .$.’5 went from 
securities bearing higher rates of 
interest to those bearing lower 
rates, .showing that capital is 
eager for employment. 

Both Wa.shington and Wall 
.Street now are looking to heavy 
industry to carry on. “With heavy 
industries .showing an increa.se in 
employment which began last 
summer.’’ .sa.vs Frances Perkins, 
.secretary of labor, “we should he 
able to look forward to further 
gains. Employment in this group, 
the worst to .suffer in a depres- 
.sion and the slowest to recover, 
is at a promising level and further 
gains would go far toward in¬ 
creasing employment in all other 
lines" 

The figures for railwa.v equip¬ 
ment purchasing are reganied as 
significant. Railwa.v equipment is 
one of the heaviest of heavy in¬ 
dustries. At the bottom of the 
depre.ssion, it was practically at 
a .standstill. 

Kaiirnuds in .Market 

In the first quarter of 19,'13, 
only 100 new freight cars were 
ordered built. In the first three 
months of this year, the total was 
8,920 cars. No new locomotives 
were ordered in the fir.st quarter 
of 19.32, while for the .same pe¬ 
riod this year, 73 were bought. 

Residential building was one of 
the fir.st major lines of activity to 
go into its downward cycle, and 
one of the last to turn upward, 
but the upward twist now .seems 
decisive. Contracts let in the 37

There was a large, bombastic 
agitator by the name of Dennis

Kearney made 
a speaking tour, characterized 
by attacks on government offi¬ 
cials and promiment citizens. 
He had a following of men who 
hoped to ride into good jobs 
if Kearney rose to power.

Richard Sherman in "To Marj 
. with Love” revives some of this 
' for us. Ten years ago. country 
club orchestras played "Valencia" 
and "Moonlight and Rose.*." The 
author says. "Adults .said 'keen’ 
then, too, not just small boys" 
People were "the berries in 
1925. 

The novel's chief appeal consists 
' of this reconstruction of a back¬ 
ground that is so near and yet so 
far from us. The narrative is 
the slight but bcautfully told lov^ 
story between two men and a 
woman. It is a sentimental story, 
filled with nostalgia, but told with 
^ restraint and with a quiet humor. 

I It is amusing to recollect the 
catch words and styles of a past 
through which we have lived. In 
1928. hats and brims so low that 
women had to look up in order 
' to see anything. Skirts were at 
their all-time high. People 
' hummed, "Can't help lovin' that 
’ man." All of this amuses us now. 
yet it is sad. too. So much of 
our existence, which seems im¬ 
portant is transitory. In a few. 
years its death is very nearly 
complete. This novel with its 
beautiful writing makes us laugh 
I at our absurdities: at the same 
time we weep quietly at their 
I passing. 

‘Best in the Greenwood’ 

Amidst the whirl of modern 
life, it is unusual to find a per¬ 
son who has attained a degree of 
permanency. Frederick Lambeck 
tells of such a character in "Best 
in the Greenwood." 

Lucille Beaufort believes that 
modern people move so rapidly 
that there is no time for enjoy¬ 
ment or reflection. She, at 63, 
has removed herself from this ’ 
hub-bub. Settling quietly in the 
! country, she lives in true con- 
I tentment among her books, pic¬ 
tures, music, flowers, and above
